MADISON SQUARE GARDEN 
June 24.—The Democratic con* 
vention came to order for its first 
session at 12:4fi o'clock. After de- 
laying the opening to allow the • 
police to straighten a traffic Jam 
outside which was keeping hun- 
dreds of delegates and visitors 
from the hall. Chairman Hull, 
looking; refreshed and better af- 
ter his attack of exhaustion and 
heat stroke, brought down the 
gaveiy.. In brief words be called 
the great assembly to order and 
gave way to cardinal Hayes who 
offered the Invocation. Tbe great 
*mdtonce stood in gilent reverence 
as the voice of the prelate pene- 
trated to the furthest part of the 
big garden. 
At the conclusion of the pray- 
er, the band struck up the Star 
Spangled Banner and from the 
recesses of the bunting and flags 
upon the rafters thousands of lit- 
tle American fl»cs were released 
and 
fluttered 
down orer the 
beads and shoulders of the dele- 
gates. Then while the band soft- 
ly played the national anthem, 
Anna Case of the Metropolitan 
Opera company sane ft and the 
great audience Joined in the re- 
frain. 


MADISON SQUARE GARDEN, New 


York. June 24.—With a roaring dem- 
onstration for- WojBdrww Wilson the 
Democratic National Convention In- 
terrpted its business today while dele- 
gates and visitors joined in a noisy 
and yet respectful tribute to the late 
president, idol of the Democracy.

speech, waited for It to subside be- 
fore beginning anew.

June at.—Eu- 


ropean ichthyologists have become 
greatly exercised by ths diminished 
numbers of, haddock and herring in 
the North Sea from which England- 
Holland, Germany and vartou* other 
countries obtain their principal fish 
supplies, and several conference* .have 
been held by those interested in the 
fish industry to consider what steps 
may be taken to remedy the situation. 
The herring began to disappear three 
years ago and 
the 
haddock some 
months later. 
Fish experts attribute the diminish- 


ed number* of both herring and the 
hadock to 
the 'appearance 
In the 
North Sea of incredibly large school* 
of jelly fish and various forms of sea 
nettle which were swept in from the 
Atlantic ocean in 1*20. when several 
changes were reported in the different 
Atlantic current*. 


The jelly fish came in a flood of 


warm water and made themselves at 
home at once, consuming the food of 
the herring in such great amounts, 
that the herring were unable to sub- 
slst.

juices have been found to contain so 
much growth vitamin that in some 
schools they are given to pupils in,, 
place of milk »s a school lunch. 
Now it is proposed to add lemon 


juice and orange juice to the milk 
given bottle fed babies. A mixture of 
fruit juice and milk If palatable, is 
digested easily, and helps to prevent 
both scurvy and rickets. Two-third* 
of an ounce of lemon juice can be 
added to a guart of sweet milk with- 
out causing it to curdle, or without 
making the taste objectionable to a 
baby. Milk made acid by fruit Juice 
Is auickly and properly digested. 
In order to help prevent rickets, 
Drs. Hess and Malzer give babies « 
weeks and older a mixture of milk 
made acid with fruit juice by adding 
two-thjrds of an ounce of the Juice 
and onehalf of the yolk of .one «gg t* 
a auart of milk.

LONDON. June 23—In nearly ev- 
ery pan of the British empire vhere 
cotton is grown conditions were sat- 
isfactory last year, according to th* 
annual report of the British Cotton 
Growing Association. 
It Is generally admitted, says the 
report, that 1923 was one of the most 
unprofitable ever experienced in the 
history of the cotton milling industry 
in Great Britain, du* to shortage of 
raw materials 
The great bulk of 
the mills using 
American 
cotton 
worked on short time, and the earn- 
ing power of the operatives was seri- 
ously curtailed. 
This condition i* 
being overcome bv the increased pro- 
duction of the British colonies. 
After detailing the progress mad* 
in cotton growing in various parts of 
the empire the report conclude*: 
"The increased quantities of cot- 
ton produced durinjt 
the 
year in 
roanv par.t* of the 
empire is very 
gratifying, especially at a time when 
the prosoects fpr a greater produc- 
tion in America aprsar to be getting 
moremote every year.
